3. I did not publish or publicly disclose the details for the method of treating 
afflicted with a disease associated with Tac-positive cells on or before June 7, 1995. In 
particjular, prior to June 7, 1995, 1 did not publish or publicly disclose a method of treating such 
with a dose comprising 5-15 mCi "V-conjugated anti-Tac in a total amount of 2-20 mg 
, wherein the dose is 2 mg total anti-Tac if said patient has sIL-2R levels of less than 
units/ml, the dose is 5 mg total anti-Tac if said patient has &IL-2R levels of 2,000 - 10,000 
units/hil, the dose is 10 mg of total anti-Tac if the patient has sIL-2R levels of 10,000 - 50,000 
units/hil, and the dose is 20 mg of total anti-Tac if said patient has sIL-2R levels of greater that 
units/ml; and administering said dosage to said patient to eliminate disease-associated 
pjositive cells.
